How  to  find 
your  way 

Directories  are  located  at  the  main 
entrance  of  the  building  and  on 
each  floor  at  elevator  lobbies 
and  stairwells.  There  are  also  colour- 
coded  directional  banners  for  each  floor 
indicating  specific  branches. 

If  you  need  to  leave 
in  a hurry 

Walk,  don't  run.  And  don't 

panic.  In  case  of  emergency 
evacuation,  leave  the  building 
by  the  easiest  route. 

Fire  drills  are  held  to  ensure  that 
everyone  is  aware  of  emergency  exits 
and  of  proper  procedures  to  follow 
when  evacuating  the  building.  However, 
employees  should  identify  the  closest 
emergency  exit  beforehand  as  part  of 
their  own  personal  safety  effort. 


After  hours  entry 

The  building  is  normally  open 
Monday  through  Friday  from 
6:30  a.m.  to  6 p.m. 

To  gain  entry  outside  hours,  employees 
should  go  to  the  building's  southeast 
entrance  where  a commissionaire  is  on 
duty  Monday  through  Friday,  4 p.m.  to 
12  midnight;  Saturdays,  8 a.m.  to  4 p.m.; 
and  Sundays  and  statutory  holidays, 

9 a.m.  to  5 p.m. 

Employees  must  also  exit  by  the  southeast 
portal  and  be  out  of  the  building  within 
the  time  frame  mentioned. 

Access  to  the  fourth  floor  will  require 
leaving  the  eievator  on  the  third  floor 
and  taking  the  stairs  up.  The  main 
elevators  are  locked  after  hours  to  prevent 
entrance  to  the  department's  offices  from 
the  other  wing. 

Identification  cards  are  necessary  to 
gain  access  after  hours  and  are  available 
through  branch  heads. 


Just  look  around 

Take  a drive  around  the  Twin  Atria 
and  you'll  discover  an  amazing 
selection  of  stores,  shopping 
centres,  restaurants,  fast  food  locations, 
professional  and  other  services  to 
accommodate  your  every  need. 

There  are  at  least  1 1 fine  restaurants  plus 
dozens  of  fast  food  alternatives.  All  are 
within  reasonable  driving  or  walking 
distance  of  the  Twin  Atria. 

Shopping  is  easy  because  there  are 
three  major  shopping  centres  — Capilano, 
Parkway  Village,  Bonnie  Doon  — just 
minutes  away.  There's  also  a big 
Canadian  Tire  store  right  next  door. 

The  three  malls  make  six  department 
stores  available  to  you  plus  at  least  185 
other  retail  stores  and  services.  Many 
more  are  found  in  strip  shopping  areas 
in  between.

Perogies,  crepes,  quiche,  and 
teriyaki  steaks  are  just  a few  of 
the  specialty  foods  available  in 
the  Twin  Atria  cafeteria. 

Located  in  Atrium  2,  the  cafeteria  is 
open  from  7 a.m.  to  4 p.m.  and  offers 
a complete  selection  of  foods  and 
beverages  as  well  as  a good  salad  bar 
and  deli  short-order  section.

Trees,  shrubs  and  other  tropical 
greenery  amid  the  office 
furnishings  have  created  an 
attractive  work  setting.

When  you  require

ail  pickups  are  scheduled  four 
times  a day  — at  8:30  a.m. 
and  10:20  a.m.  and  at  1:30  p.m. 
and  3:30  p.m.  Mail  will  be  delivered  to 
your  area  at  the  same  times  as  pickups 
are  made. 

If  it  is  urgent  to  get  your  mail  out  on  a 
particular  day,  make  sure  it's  in  the  mail 
room  by  2:15  p.m.  to  guarantee  it 
leaving  the  building  that  day. 

The  courier  comes  once  daily  at  2:35 
p.m.  and  all  outgoing  mail  leaves  at 
2:30  p.m.

Buses  serving 
the  area 

■ Buses  numbered  55,  51,  93,  50  and  12 
offer  regular  transit  service  to  the 
Capilano  area. 

■ Buses  92  and  152  serve  the  Capilano 
area  during  peak  hours  only. 

■ Bus  number  55  is  the  only  regularly 
scheduled  bus  to  serve  the  Twin  Atria 
area  directly. 

■ There  are  several  points  where  you  can 
transfer  onto  a 55  bus  on  its  route 
from  the  CN  Tower,  over  the  Low  Level 
Bridge,  up  Connors  Rd.,  90  Ave.,  58 
and  57  Streets. 

■ Main  transfer  points  are  at  83  St.  and 
90  Ave.  from  buses  8,  45,  65,  67  and 
93; 

or,  at  79  St.  and  90  Ave.  from  buses  8, 
43  or  93; 

or  at  90  Ave.  and  Ottewell  Rd.  from 
bus  93.

Ask  Edmonton  Transit  for  a “Route 
Brochure"  corresponding  to  the  bus  route 
you  will  take  to  reach  the  Twin  Atria. 
With  the  brochure's  help  you  will  be 
able  to  plan  your  travel  time  and  reduce 
tedious  and  unnecessary  waiting  at  bus 
stops.  Each  brochure  supplies  a schedule 
of  arrival  and  departure  times  at  key 
points  along  the  route.
